CONSUMERS 1S ADVISED 


Danger of Famine Can Be 
Eliminated by Seasonal Buy- 
ing, Engiaeers Report.

NEW YORE. yuly $.—Danger of 
coal famine will be eliminated, in- 
dustry stabilized, railroads relieved 
and the consumer's coal bin ulti- 
mately cut by seasonal storage of 
it is aswerted in the report of 
the Storage of Coal Committee of 


the American Engineering Coun- 
cil made public here. 

“The storage of coal,”~-the re- 
port deciares, “is essentially neces- 
sary as an aid to the solution of 
the national coal problem, and is 
an economic and practicable means 
of inspring an adequate supply of 
coal as needed. 

“Tf each coal consumer will 
adopt the policy of annually pur- 
chasing coal on a uniform monthly 
delivery basis, there will result au- 
tomatically sufficient seasonal 
storage to guarantee coal to the 
consumer, as needed.: 

Coal production capacity is now 
twice as large as the consumption 
capacity. Two factors—fntermit- 
tent or seasonal operation and 
overdevelopment—are im a very 
large measure responsible for the 
ilis of the coal industry.” 

Small Percentage Required. 

For seasonal storage, from 9 to 
10 per cent of the annual con- 
sumption is all that is required. 
“If this amount is supplemented 
by additional reserve storage of no 
more than 7 per cent,” the report 
continues, “there will result an ac- 
cumulation of some 583,000,000 
tons of coal in storage by Sept. 30

|for cmapaign purposes: third, a 
definite pledge has been given to 
organize a party after the election. 
All that is needed now is to edu- 
cate party members to these facts.” 

The convention adopted a report 
ifrom the Committee on Economic 
Organization repeating the belief 
of the party in the efficacy of 
trades unionism, and urging work- 
ers to join the organizations of 
their respective crafts. 

For Peace and Brotherhood. 

The committee on resolutions 
submitted a statement of princi- 
ples, Charles Solomon, former New 
York Assemblyman, reading it as 
chairman of the committee. It em- 
phasised that the party “stands 
for orderly methods, for education- 
al effort in the interest of the mass 
of the people and for world peace 
and brotherhood.” 

It urged worxers to organize a 
party of their own “without re- 
gard to race, class, creed or color.” 
It repeated the party’s traditional 
stand on the subject of the distrib- 
ution of wealth and advocated a 
system of co-operative and publicly 
owned warehouses, markets and 
credits. 

“This will enable farmers and 
wage workers to escape the twin 
evils of tenantry and mortgaged 
serfdom,” said the report, which 
was adopted. 

Walter Thomas Mills, California, 
offered a resolution for recognition 
of the Russian soviet Government. 
It was adopted unanimously.

NEW YORK, July 7 —TI shall 
ask the attention of my readers to} 
three things, that, in the judgment 
of many, § this 
convention should 
do before the del- 
egates separate. 

First, this con- 
vention should 
adopt for the 
benetit of future 
conventions two 
new rules: One of 
these rules should 
provide for the 
abolition of the 
unit rule, as it is 
now known and 
used. So long as the unit rule re- 
mains, the two-thirds rule ils nec 
essary to prevent a minority of the 
convention from controlling its ac- 
tion. 

Under the unit rule a big state 
like New York, with 90 delegates, 
can put 44 delegates, a minority, 
into the hands of the 46 delegatcs 
constituting the majority and give 
the’ majority the’ right not only to 
vote for themselves, but for the mi- 
nority on all questions. It is mere- 
ly a matter of mathematics to show 
that, under such a rule, a few of 
the big states could join together 
and pick the nominee, in spite of 
any protest a majority of delegates 


might make. 

The Republican plan is much 
better and much more democratic 
than ours. According to the Re- 
publican plan each State elects four 
delegates-at-large and instructs 
them or not, as it pleases. A unit 
Yule applying to four delegates-at- 
large only would not give any one 
State an advantage over any other 
State because each State has 
four delegates-at-large. But even 
here it would be better not to have 
aounit rule. If we are to have an 
election by a majority of the dele- 
gates, it is best to allow the dele- 
gates to be instructed ang act as 
individuals. Then the constituents 
will be.careful to. select delegates 
‘who will carry out the spirit of 
their instruction, if in the conven- 
tion conditions become such as to 
make it impossible to carry out the 
letter of the instructions. 

The Kepublican pian permits all 
the other delegates, except the 
fcur-at-large, to be elected by con- 
giressional districts, two in each 
district, and instructed or not as 
the delegates wish, With such a 
method of electing delegates, it 
would be both possible and desir- 
able to abolish the two-thirds rule 
and substitute nomination by a ma- 
jority. 

It is impossible for such a change 
to be made after the convention 
meets because the change cannot 
be considered on its merits, owing 
to the fact that it may help or in- 
jure the chances of different can- 
didates. The change can only be 
made by one convention and ap- 
plied to the eleetion of delegates to 
the next gonvention, and to the 
convention when it meets. Of 
course, any convention can change 
the rule, but the rule proposed for 
the abolition of both the unit rule 
and the two-thirds rule would, I 
think, so commena ttself to the 
party that there would be no re- 
turn to present conditions. Surely 
this convention has shown us how 
these two rules can embarrass a 
convention and jeopardize the 
party. 

National Presidential Primary. ,

Government Will Not Repudiate 

Its Principles, Herriot Says.

TROYES, France, July 7.—Pre- 
mier Herriot yesterday defended 
his policy of frankness and good 
will in dealing with the British 


| Prime Minister, Ramsay MacDon- 
‘ald, at Chequers Court, and ques- 
tioned the wisdom of those among 
the French who thought the Brit- 
ish Premier had taken advantage 
of the French Premlier’s inexperi- 
ence. He reassured the country a6 
to the Government’s program, ¢ce- 
elaring that his socialistic ideais 
must necessarily be erected on ihe 
solid foundation of a balanced 
budget. 

“We Republicans,” he adde, 
“need no lesson in patriotism.” 

The Government's platform, con- 
tinued the Premier, will be based 
on the rehabilitation of French 
credit and efforts for European 
peace. 

Herriot spoke before the Radical 
Socialist organizations in Troyes, 
where he had his early education. 
He recalled memories of his parents 
who died humbly after lives of 
hard work. He justified his new 
methods as entitied to a trial. The 
tovernment should not be expect- 
ed “to discover in a few weeks, 
after so many .disillusions, the mi- 
raculous solutions that so far no 
one else has found.” 

Then he asked his hearers to 
deal with facts sanely. 

Task Full of Perils. 

There was a campaign of calum- 
ny against his Government,rassert- 
ed the Premier, and he added: 

“We have committed no impru- 
dent act against public credit, and 
we will commit none. Nevertheless 
a formidable task full of perils has 
been imposed upon us. But we will 
be firm in our fight, because our 
conscience is clear.” 

He reminded those assembled 
that his Government, now three 
weeks old, had declared for “frank 
ness, rather than clearness,” and 
would not repudiate its principles, 
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but stand or fall with them. 

“Tl wish to set an example,” he 
continued, “of a Government whose 
‘members keep the promises which 
‘they made when they were in op- 
position or when they solicited the 
votes of the people. 

The Dawes report had been ac- 
cepted by the Poincare Govern- 
ment, and it could not have been 
otherwise. because “it represents 
today our best chance of payment,” 

Interallied Accord Essential. 

The plan, he argued, neverthe- 
less, would require the solution of 
a number of problems, so that an 
agreement between the Govern- 
ments was urgent because of the 
precarious nature of the ““Micum” 
industrialists’ conventions in the 
Ruhr. Therefore, tbe re-estab- 
lishment of an interallied accord 
and particularly an Anglo-French 
aécord. was required, and it was 
for these purposes that he went on 
his mission to Chequers Court. 

“For this,” he said, “we have 
been reproached, but we will never 
disavow it, because it was indis-

Dr. D. Hudig. director of the 
Housing and Town Planning Insti- 
tue ef Holland, outlined to me the 
work accomplished by the authori- 
ties and private organizations in 
this direction. 

“In 1901, or long before the 
World War. we had a housing act 
that was almost the same as the 
‘English housing law,” began Dr. 
Hudig. “The Government co-op- 
erated with the municipalities and 
the public utility societies in erect- 
ing new buildings by extending 
loans to the societies for perio.is 
up to 50 years. We also tried to 
improve housing conditions by 
razing whole districts of question- 
able character. Up to the out- 
break of the war 12,918 buildings 
had been condemned, 3739 in Am- 
sterdam alone. When in the early 
months of the war the influx of 
refugees and other foreigners be- 
gan we realized that we could no 
Jonger afford to tear down build- 
ings. On the contrary. we had to 
double our efforts to find quarters 
for those without proper homes. 
Im 1915 we really began. 

Well Organized Work. 

“The number of public utility 
Societies, which on Jan. 1, 1915, 
Was 391, grew rapid!? and steadily. 
Now we have 1460 of these socie- 
ties in Holland, although there are 
@niy 1110 communities. These so- 
eieties are of a semi-public char- 
acter. They must be authorized by 
the Government and receive their 
charters only after careful  con- 
sideration on the part of the au- 
thorities. They are organized like 
stock cOmpanies, but the dividends 
on their shares were limited to 4 
Per cent until 1921. and to 6 per 
rent since then. Capital and sur- 
ples profits must be applied to the 
improvement of housing conditions, 
but the members are not given the 
rigiit to purchase the houses thay 
live in. : 

“In addjtion to these societies 
there are Ith committees in all 
towns of more than 20,000 popula- 
tion. These committees mugt be 
consulted by the local authorities 
whenever measures in housing 
matters are to be taken. The mem- 
bers of the health committees are 
prominent local citizens, including 
building and medical experts, who 
@o their work free of charge. The 
committees form part of the State 
Sanitary inspection. 

“Im 1916 the housing situation 
became very ous. As in En- 
giand, rents re went up enor- 
Mmously and the cost of building 
Matcrial was almost out of sight. 
For instance. in Amsterdam, 
Where before the war one could 
build a workingman’s house with 
four to eight flats of from three to 
Tive rooms for $1000, inside of 18 
Months the cost for such a house 
went up to $4800. Even now the 
cost is 60 per cent above prewar 
Prices. So, first of all, the Govern-

Peary's Dash to the North Pole. 

HEN ‘novert Edwin Peary 

a young officer in the 

fasted States Navy he read 

+ des¢ription of Greenland which 
so stimulated his imagination and 
aroused his love for adventure that 
he determined to see the land some 
day. The following year, 1586, 
Peary secured a leave of absence 
and made a trip to Disco Bay off 
the west coast of Greenland. He 
explored the land and was 50 fascci- 
mated that he decided to return 


again. 

Five years later he organized an 

expedition under the auspices ~f 
the Academy of Natural Sciences 
of Philadelphia. This time he did 
more than explore a hundred miles 
of the land. He reached the north- 
ern boundary of Greenland and es- 
thblished the fact that Greenland 
is an island. Up to that time it 
was not known how far the north< 
ern boundary extended and wheth- 
er or not it was attached to other 
land. 
* Encouraged by his success, Lieut. 
Peary then determined to attempt 
to reach the North Pole. Others 
had tried and failed. But others 
had also tried to reach the north- 
ern boundary of Greenland and had 
failed.
